ward {uch. Now becauſe our: Saviour. men- 
tioncth reward, we mult not therefore think 
any mciit in our Love. The Reward which 
God giveth, is of Grace, not of Debt. Good 
works are rewarded, becauſe God,hath promi- 
ſcd a Reward : They are not iepitorivus, be- 
cauſe they have no proportion to the Reward. 
The ſecond Argument is drawn 4 comparaiizs.Do 
not even-the Publiczns the ſame ? but yet there 
is a vaſt difference implied, If you love themr only 
that love you, then there is no diffcrence be- 
tween my Diſciples and Pubiicans; my Dif- 
ciples d0-no more than they do : but your Love 
muſt be far more cxtcnlive than their Love ; 
ye muit love ſuch whom they do not Love ; 
ye mutt do more god than they can or will 
do: ye muſt excced: Publicans, Sinners, Hea- 
thens, Phariſees, in Love and the Ofhces there- 
of. 

The Publicans ataong the Jews, were ſuch 
- a$rcctived and gathered up the Roman Empe- 
' 2oun's Cuftomes, Taxes, and Tribute, who were 
2 very abomination to the Jews, they were a 
people generally hated : they were an uyuſi, 
defrauding. opprefling fort of men. No jew 
would b: a Publ:can, but abhorred the Office; 
b-cauſe thcy diſdained to opprel(s' theis own. 
Nation, therefore they were (for the. moſt 
part ) Heathens; and to ſhew what vie peq- 
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ple they were, they are uſually joyned with 
Harlots, Sinners, Heathens, yea the worſt: of 
men. Now-faich our 'Saviour, Theſe - withed 
Publicans do love thoſe who loue them; even Pub< 
licans will 'seturn kindnefs tor kindne(s, "The 
vileſt of men do love, and becaute they love; 
do much good to them they love. There is 'a 
mutual Exchange of kindnefſes, of beneficen« 
ces between wicked men. Lk, 6. 3 2.: Our $25 
viour faith, what thank baveye, if ye love them 
who love you ? for ſmners alſo love, thoſe who 
l-ve them; It is no great matter, for a man to 
love thole':who love him, The Greek word | 
there for Sinners, 15 «ueg]»xe}, The Word fig- 
nifieth notorious, vile, abominable ſianers,fuch 
as fell them(elves to Sin and Safan to work ini» 
quity,” even ſuch as theſe will do good to thoſe 
who do good-to them. How doth this appear ? 
read v.33. If- ye dagood to them who do good #6 
yeu, what thankbave yu? for ſinners alſo do-even 
the ſame. - Look what external Office of Love 
any do ro Sinners, they will retury all Offices.

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4.There is pride in the heart of wicked men,

Here, then ye may ſee, that there is a Love 
in men which is not Charity : Natural Love ; 
and Cizaiity. differ as much as Gold from 
Droſs and Dung, Publicans, though emi- 
nently loving, yet were very wicked. Sin and 
Natural Love can agree, but not Sin and Cha- 
rity, This Love and Hatred of Godlinels can 
dwell together in one Soul; but Hatred and 
Chaiity cannot lie together in one heart, It 
is then but a ſandy foundation: for any man to. 
build his hopes of Salvation, upon his living 
lovingly among his loving Neighbours, and do- 
ing good to ſuch; even fuch* hopes Publicans 
and Simners may have. Therefore he that cx-; 
pecerh Heaven tor his reward, muſt do more. 
than others, What do you more than others, ſaith 
our Saviour ? Met. 5.47. The Argument runs 
thus.

Thou mult never be weary in well-doing t 
them; 4 Friend (a true Chriſtian Friend) 12th 
at all times, Prov.17.17. L-t thy Love to thy Bro- 
ther be without envy in Proſperity ; and with= 
out wearineſs in Adverlity. When the teigns 
ed Lover 15 to his Friend as the Cuckoo, that 
affords you his company, till you be» weaxy of 
him in Summer, but before Winter coteth 
takes his lcavez Be thou to thy Brother, as the 
Black-bird, that keeps confantly with us; and 
is of ule ( if need be ) to feed us in Winter. 

Every man knoweth what is good for him< 
ſelt; thence doth a good man conclude, if Ju- 
ſtice, Mercy, Knowledg, Grace, Credit be good 
for me, then are they good for my Brother al- 
ſoz and he will labour to procure them, that 
he may ſerve his Brother through lqve, Gal.5.13. 
intending his good more than his own, in lo- 
ving of him, 

True it is, a man in loving another, may 
have ſome xeſpeQ to himlelt; it he be Wiſe, Ju- 

. dicious, Learned, to learn of him : If -Hamble, 
Loving, Holy, co imitate, him ; If any way be- 
neficial, to bea Gainer by him, in a way of God, 
not of Luſt, or,of the World. But this is not 
the firſt and principal thing for which the 
Chriſtian loveth another, but as the xeſalt ; 
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not as the moving Cauſe, but as tlie Reward 
of Love; as Man and Wife, by ſhewing more 
Love to each other for Love's ſake, do tcap 
more Love from each other.

x. Chriſt loved us when we were ene- 

mics to him, Herein is theLove of God commended to 
u, that when we were enemies, Chrift died for 
us, Rom, 5.8. Yea, when we were enemies to 
Chrif, and he might have wrought our de- 
firuQtion, yet then he ſought to usfor our Love, 
entreating us to be reconciled unto-him; he 
came to (eek the lofi Sheep of the houſe of If- 
tacl, What ſurpaſling Love is this, That the 
great God ſhould come, and ſeck to his own 
Creatures for their Love ; that the Cedar 
ſhould make ſuit to. the Thiſtle ? What had 
Chriſt loſt by it, if every Son of Adam had been 
turned into Hell? Con}d he not have made a- 
nother World of Men to have glorihed him, 
and foreign with him im Glory? yet that he 
' ſhould feck to us to be reconciled to him, here 
is ſurpaſſing Love. % muſt we love one ano» 
ther. Are we injurious to one another, and at ' 
variince one with another, then let us feek to 
one another for reconciliation. Chiif 
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Chriſt ſo loved us, that he was willing to lay 
down his Life for us. Hereby perceive we the love 
of God, becauſe he laid down bis Life for w,1 Fob.3. 
16, Chriſts could not ſhew greater Love to us 
than in dying for us. Chriſts Love to us is the 
#ltimun reſolubile, the lait thing into which all 
his ations in the work of our Redemption is 
relolved. Do ye ask,W hy God was incarnate, 
why he ſuffered death, why he endured ſuch 
contradiction of Sinners, ſuch Mockings, ſuch 
a bloody Agony in the Garden, this an{wereth 


all, Becaule he loved'us. T live by the faith of 


the Son of God, who loved me, and gave bimſelf to 
death for me, Gal. 2, 20. The Apolile ſpeaks 
here in the Perſon of all Beleevers, Theſe fol- 
lowing Reaſons may demonſtrate to us, that 
Chriſts Love was the Cauſe that made him to 
lay down his Life for us. 

R. 1, Becauſe there was no deſert in us, It 
is not our Love to him firſt, that made him to 
love us 3 no, we love bim, becauſe be lovedus firſt : 
Our Love to him, is the effe& and conſequent of 
his Love to us,not the cauſe of his Love. What 
is there in any man conſidered as fallen from 
God, that can deſerve ſuch incomprehenſible 
Love, as that God ſhould dye for us? Can Sin 
deſerve the Love of Chriſt ? What is a natural 
Man, but a very Body of Sia ? We do not, nor 
can we-Love God, becauſe we are enmity to 
him, Amor deſcendis, non afcendit, There is 
Note

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more Love in a Father to a Child, than in a 
Child to a Father : His Love did firſt deſcend 
fo us, before our Love could aſcend to him. 
The Prophet Exzelyel ſets forth the odious and 
moſt undefſerving condition. of Man under a 
Parable of a polluted Infant, when we were, 
molt forlorn, polluted, and moſt helplcſs, then 
was the time of Love, Ezek, 16. When thou 
waſt wallowing in thine own filthineſs, then 
Was the time of Love. 
2, Becauſe Chiiſt reaps no good by us. What 
if Adam and all his Poltzry had beea damned, 
he had loſt no whit of his Blefiedne(s; he was 
ifinitely happy trom everlatiing, and (o is to 
evcriaſting,and would be; had not a man been 
partaker of his Glory, thcrefore it mult needs 
be his meer Love to us 3 and ſucha Love as doth 
earneſtly defiire and tender our everlaſting good 
and Salvation. It was for our Reconciliation 
and Juſtification that he endurcd Wrath, he di- 
ed for our Redemptoin 3 he ſhed his Blood for 
us miſerable Creatures, to make us eternally 
happy, Sons of God, and Heirs of Salvation. 
Wit Motive or Ground had Chrilt to dye and 
ſuffer, it it were not his meer Love tous ſo 
that we may well cry out with St. Auguſtize, 
O Lord, thou halt loved me more than thy (clf, 
becauſe thou wouldit dye for me, and not for 
thy (clf.

Never deſired of us, therefore meer Love to 
us did encline him to dye for us. Had Mcn ta» 
ken Counſ.

Salvation at all. All our care would have been 
how to fin, how to fulfil our Luſts; we {hould 
never have prayed, Lord ſcnd thy Son into 
the wor'id todye for us, to fave us, to redeem 
us from Sin and Damnation ; therctore it was 
his Mercy occalioned by our Miſery, meerly his 
Love chat made him to dye ior us. When Gods 
Jultice was pleading hard tor the dzmnation of 
finful men, What do ſuch Rebels here on earth ? 
Why doſt thou not O Lord, mate theſe wret= 
ched Sinners to {mart for their Rebellion ? as 
Thou haſt turned them out of Paradite, fo turn 
them our of the World into Hell; Let them 
know what it is to taſte of the Forbidden Fruit; 
Then did Chritt without ſuing to him, plead as 
hard for us, Father {pare them, and punith me 3 
bleſs then, let me be made a Curſe; be at peace 
with them, let me endure thy Wrath: I will 
g0, and keep thy Law, becaule they have bro- 
ken it 3 let the Sorrows of Hell compaſs me a- 
bout, that they may entcr into thine unſpea» 
kable Joys; Love therctore muſt be the meer 
Motive. Had we defired Chrilt to have laid 
down his Lite for us, there were {ome extrin- 
fical Motive, yet Love (ill; but in that Chriſt 
G Was 
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was found of them that ſought him not, and 
in that heis made known to them, and given 
to them, and for them that never (ought after 
him, it i5 mecr and wonderful Love. 

4. Becauſe he was very willing to dye for us : 
Greater Love hath no man, then tor a man to 
lay down his Life for his Friend, It 15 maximus 
fluxus, maximum opus, maximu, beneficium, ar = - 
gumentum irrefragatile dilefiionis, The greatelt 
Flux ot Love, the greateſt work, the greateli 
bene fit, an irrefragable argument of Love, ſaith 
Parificaſis. And to (hew his willingnets, Cifrilt 
| faith of his Paſſion, acfiderio defideravi, with a 
defire have Tdcfired it, Chriit did carncfily de- 
{ire to drink of the Cup of his Fathers Wrath, 
that we might not taſte it 3 would he have 
drunk of {ucha bitter Cup, it he did not love 
us ? His wiliingneſs to dyc for us, is the com- 
mendztion of his Love. He laid down his 
Life for us; it was notin the power of Pilate, 
and all the Jews, his enzmics, to take away 
his Life from him ; Chrilt did willingly dye. 
Indeed Pilate condemned him 3 the Jews cried 
out, Cracifie him, crucifie him , they carried him 
to Caizary a5 a Malefator with Spears, yct if 
he had plcafed, they cou'd not have put him to 
death, Had not his own free Love opened his 
heart, no Souldier could ever have opened his 
tide 3 no though Pontins Pilite ſhould have had 
all the Roman Legious,aund the whole Power of 
the 
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the Empirc under his charge. They might as 
{oon have plucked the Suu out of tis Orb, as 
have ſundered Chriſts Soul from his Body : AS 
{oon have brought a S:a of Waters out of a 
Rock, as have {pilt one drop oft his Blood 3 un- 
leſs he had yeelded himfelt to death. Walk, ve 
love, ( faith the Apoltle ) as Chriſt alſo hath 
loved us, and given himſelf for us an offering, and 
4 ſacrifice to God of 2 ſweet ſmelling ſavonr, Eph. 5.2, 

Would ye but walk a few turns with Chriſt 
in the Garden, whcre he telt the Agony in his 
Soul: Would ye go up to Calvary, and lce what 
our bleſſed Saviour did there endure, then 
would ye ſay, Herein we perctive the Love of 
Chriſt, in that he laid down bis Lite for us. 
When the Jews ſaw Chrift weeping over Laza» 
rus, they cried out, Behold how be loved bim: 
but go ye up to Mount Calvary, look through 
his Stripes and Wounds,into his heavy and for- 
mented heart z look upon his {tripcd back, up- 
on his buffeted Face, upon his pierced fide, his 
bloody head, hands and feet, lee what he did 
and iuffercd for us, then ye cannot but ſay, be- 
hold how he loved us! Oh what manner of 
Love is this!

Ow we mult love one another, even as 
Chrift hath loved us, Now 1f Chriſt of 
his mcer Love, hath laid down his Lite for us, 
then we ought alſo rolay down our lives for the 
Brethren. x Foh.3.16. This would bave ſeemed 
an hard faying to us, it it had been nakedly 
propoſed in ſuch terms as thefe, we ought to lay 
down our lives for the Bretbren;but the Apoſtle ha- 
ving bcioxe laid down {uch a ſtrong Argument 
atorchand, doth in a moſt convincing manner 
infer ti;is upon it, as an undeniable'concluſion, 
which cannot with any thew of reaſon be gain- 
fayecd, or contradicted. Chriit the eternal Son 
of Ged, hatiz manifeſted his'ftingular Love, in 
laying down. his Life for us we mult there- 
for: !ullow the Captain of our Salvation in this 
incomparable act of Love, We were dearer 
to 141m than his blood, than his Life; fo the 
Saints good mult be dearer to us than our hearts 
blood, than our pretious Lite, Here I will lay 
down this Propohtion. 

That Chriſtians being called unto it. oug ht 
to ſhew ſo much Love to their Brethren, as tO 
lay down tacir Lives fox them. In this Propo- 
icion, two things arc to bc conhidercd, 
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1. The Thing required. 
2, The Condition ſuppoſed. 


The Thing required is this, That Chriſtians 
ſhould lay down their Lives for the Brethren. 
The Condition ſuppoſed is this, If they be cal- 
led untoit. For the former we muſt know, that 
although Chriſtians muſt not think their Lives 
to) dear for the Brethren, yet it is in this as 
it 15$1n other duties of Love and Mercy towards 
men 3; the thirſt and greateſt Commandment 
muſt give Life unto the ſecond, which is like 
unto it, The firſt Table muſt have the chict- 
elt reſpe&k in our obedience to the ſecond. That 
1s, the Love of God, and our regard of his 
G'ory, commandediin the firſt Table C which 
15 called, The firſt and great Commanament ) muſt 
have the chict ſway in our hearts, toencline us 
tu the duties of Love towards man, enjoyned 
In the ſecond Table; fox we muſi love our 
Neighbour in the Lord, and for the Lord, and 
ſo theLove of God muſt have a confiraining and 
over-ruling power over us 3 the Love of God . 
mult fixr{i move us tolay down our Lives for the 
Brethren, and then the Love of our Brethren, 
being (as it were) comprehended in our Love 
of God, muſt move us thereunto.- The 
Glory of God muit be the principal end,- that 
we muſi aim at, in doing good to others. SO 
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eſpecially in this great fruit of Love, when we 
lay down our lives for them, then. the good 
of our Brethren mult be reſpeGed in the ſecond 
place, 1m as much as God is glorihed in that 
good which they receive by that means. $0 
tnen, when any do in Chriſtian Love lay 
down their Lives tor their Erethren, they 
do not dye for them only, but for the Lord 
chicfly and principally. This th: Apoſtle ftrong- 

ly proveth to be xcquircd of Cirittans, b:cauſe 
Chriſt hath hc wed fuch wouderful Love in 
laying down his Lite tor us. This indeed is an 
Argument unan{werable, but holdeth firongly 
a m2jori, trom the greater to the les. If Chriti 
did lay down his Lite tor us, then ought we 
much more tolay down our lives tor the Bre- | 
thren. | 

1. Chri& was infinitely above us in Glory and 
Majctty,yet laid he down h15 Lite for us; much 
more ought we co lay down our 'Lives for th 
« Brethren, who are of the {ame Mould with 
- our fclvcs by nature, and allo partakers ot 
the fame pretious Faith by Grace. 

2, Chriſt bcing greatly offended by our fins, 
laid down his Lite for us berng his enemies : 
much more ought we. to iy down our Lives 
tor thote who are not enemies, but Brethren, 
2nd that by the befi bond, vis, the bond af Re- 
gE14raſhwn, 
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3. Chriſts Death for us, was a matter of Hu- 
miliation and abaſement to him who was the 
Prince of Life, and Lord of Glory : But our 
death for our Brethren is an advancement unto 
1s. Somme office and employment, which would 
be an abafement, and diſhonour to a Prince, 
ray be a great Honour and Preterment -to a. 
mean Subje&. So in this-eale ; Chrift, though 
he were the Lord of Glory, the Prince of Life, 
yet was content to dye for us,though his Death 
were a great abaſerent to him in regard of his 
infinite excellency and divine Majcſty, But for 
us, who are \inful, and ſo mcrtal, and muſt re- 
turn to duſt, it is an advancement and im- 
provement of our death, when we are called to 
give our Livyes for the Brethren. 
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SECT, IV. 


[| Come now to the Condition ſuppoſed,that 
1s, It we be callcd unto it : For this we mult 
. Know, that many things arc abſoJutcly com- 
manced, and all Chriſtians are to p:rtorm them 
11 gencral without exception, ſuch as the due 
tics of Belceving and Repenting, and of bring- 
ing forth fruizs mect for ripentance, which all 
Chrilliens ought to perform by vertue of their 
general Cal'ing. —Some other are enjoyncd 
t00 a5 we'l as thy iormer, but not without a 
more {ſpecial Calling. Thc auty of relieving 
the wants 0i otners, 1s one of tho't dutics that 
1s very much pre ticd io the Scripture 3 ſcarce 
any, more z yet this 15 t'> be undertiood of thoſe 
tat have a ſpecial calling to it, nam-ly thotz 
whom God hath enabled with ourward Means 
tor this purpoſe, more or Ic{s.y0thc duty ot prea- 

cing the Gotpel1s ſtrait y enjoyned, but yot tGs 
bc exerciſcd without a lawſul Calling to the 
work Of the Minittiy. Oc: this Hatter fort, 15 the” 
duty of! 2ying down our Lives tor the Brethren, 
which is 137:t to be exerciſed without a ſpecial 
calling. A3 or the fnadnelsof fome toad Secta- 

ries, whereof we read jn the ancient Stories of. 
the C:urch, wan would force men to kill them 

| that 
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that they might become Martyrs, it could not 
' but procced from the ſuggeltion of that wicked 
Spirit, who is a Murtherer trom the beginning. 
Therefore this work of laying down our Lives 
for the Brethren, is not impoſed upon us. by 
vertue of our general calling, but mult be done 
upon ſuppolal of a ſpecial Call. - 
Yet thus much we know, that thcre is a diffe- 
rence and diſtinFion to be made bet ween the 
will and the deed in ſuch caſes, The will muſt 
be preſent with us, by vertue of our general 
callingyis we are Chriltians z the deed and per- 
formance it {elt mult not be undertaken with- 
out ſpecial calling : that 15, As we are Chriſtians, 
andhave given up our names to Chriſt, we muſt 
- haveour hearts ſo poſſeſied with the Spirit of / 
Brotherly and Cariftian Love, in conformity to/ 
Chriſt and his Love, as that we mult have a rea 
dy and willing mind zo undergoir, it the Lnrd 
ſhall call us to it. So the pooreſt Chriſtian that 
15 {0 far from bcing able to give to another, that 
he needeth to receivgghimlielf, yet mutt be {> 
poſſcficd with Chrittian Love and Compaſſion, 
that he would give it he had ability. He maſt 
' havea pitiful heartz ſuch an heart as would o- 
pen his hand, if he had what to give. -— — $q 
in this caſc, a Chriſtian muſt labour to bring his 
heart to be willing in Love to dye tor his Bre- 
chren. But for the actual performance of this 
work in laying down our lives for the Brethren, 
it 
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tt requireth a more ſpecial call. As the Apoſtle 
faith to the Philippians, Unto you it is given in the 
bebalf of Chriſt, #ot only to beleeve, but to ſuffer 
for his Name, Phil. 1.29, Where he ſheweth, 
that ſuffering is a thing given, a priviledg be- 
ftowed upon ſome B:leevers, whereunto all Be- 
I:evers are not called; that is,not in an eminent 
manner. Scarce any Beleever can live any long 
time in the worid atter his effectual calling and 
converſion, but that he ſhall ſuffer tor the name 
of Chrift in ſome kind or other : but to {after 
in a more ſpecial and eminent degree, 1s given 
but to ſome, who are in a ſpecial manner called 
unto 1t, {

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Hat we mult have a ſpecial Call, bctore we 
lay down our Lives, will thus zppcar. 
. We have a ecneralommand to preſerve 
Lite: We muſt labour to preferve the Lite of an 
Oxe, or an Af= when it is in danger, much 
more cf a man : andit the Lite of others. then 
our own allo; inaſmuch as the Love we owe 
ro our ſelves, is the rule of our love towards 
.others, There{orc fo far isit trom being a duty 
urpolcd upon us. to thrutt our ſelves rafhly aud 
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without a Calling, that we are bound not to 
delire it, leſt we be found guilty of our own 
Blood. 

2, Tolay down our Life for the Brethren 
without a ſpecial Call and Warrant, may be a 
wrong to the Brethren, rather than a benefits 
becaule thereby we bereave our (elves of doing 
them any turther good in that way ot Chriltian 
Love, wherein we arc to walk towards them 
here in the world by (uftering death without 
a warrant: Yet when we have a Call, we muſt 
not give back under pretence, that we delire to 
todo them gond by our Lives, but rather be- 
lieve, that the wildom of God, who caileth 
us to (uffer, ſecth, that thus dying tor them, 
we ſhall more benetit them, and gloritie God, 
than we could by eſcaping death, and continu- 
ing in the world among them. 

3, We cannot fſutfter death by the hands of 
Periecautors tor the Brethren, without the Sin 
- of others, viz. of thoic that ſhed our Blood, 
Now a Chrittian withggt 2 Call from God,hath 
no warrant to give o0c%3j1on to others, wilfully 
eo commit ſuch a bloody Sin: but when we are 
called toit, we mult take heed, we do not fin 
our (elves, in giving back under an hypocriti- 
cal pretence of being lota co give others an OE» 
caſton of off:nding. 

4. Our bleſſed Savviour himſelf, although 
he cam: iato the world, puspfely to lay down 
lis 
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" his Life for the Brethren, yet did not willing- 
ly run upon his death, but did divers times 
ſhun the rage of his enemies, and even in his 
Infancy fled from Herods cruelty. And, when 
his hour was come, though he thewed himſelt 
many ways tobe willing to lay down his Life, 
yet he did not thruſt himſeTt into the hands of 
his enemies, bat left them to contrive his death 
among themiclves, and fo to take the guilt of 
his blood upon them, He could have faved the 
Pricſis that colt they bcetiowed upon Fudas, to 
hire him to commit that mott horrible treaſon, 
He could have prevented Fudas, that he ſhould 
not have taken that booty, which coſt him ſo 
dear; bur he let them take their courte, and cx- 
crcile their malice, He futtered Jadas to make 
his bargain, the High-Pricſts ſervants to ap- 
prehend him,and <arry him to their Maſter : he 
would not of himſelf come among them, till 
they fetched, and carricd him in the nature of 
a Piiloner.

2%?! then the queſtion is, What 

that Call is, which is ſuppoſed as 
2 condition in this caſe, without which a Chri- 
fiian 15 not bound to lay down his Lite for the 
Brethren ? 


Reſp, I anſwer, A Chriſtian may be called to 


this in ſuch Caſes, as do more immcdiately con- 
cern God, and in {uch as do more immediate- 
ly concern the Brethren. 
As for thoſe caſes as do more immediately 
concern God, in which we may be called to dic 
for our Brethren, they rnay bedivers, as 

I, When we are perſecuted for the Name 
and Goſpel ef Chriſt, and are called to con- 
fe(s the truth, with apparent danger of death, 
in ſucha caſe we are tolay down our lives for 
Chriſt : andin ſuch a caſe ( 1n an inferiour re- 
ſpe& ) we are alſo to lay down our lives for the 
Brethren: inaſmuch as we ſhould rather chuſe 
todic, than to give any juſt occaſion of ofiznce, 
or ſtumbling unto them, by denying the truth. 
And on the other fide, we ihould be centent to 
dye for their encouragement in the profeſſion 
ot the truth. Now, though this be a caſe 
that doth more directly and unmediately con» 
ccrn 
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cern God than our Brethren, yet it doth cor- 
cern our Brethren alſo in an interiour reſpect. 
Soin this regard. I think there were few of thoſe 
many thouſand martyrs which have ſuffered for 
Chriſti, but alſo they have ſuffered for their Bre- 
thren: andin {uch ſufterings they arc to have 
regard.tO their Brethren, though principally to 
the Lord. Now we are called thus to ſuffer, 
when we. are brought betore thole in authori- 
ty, and putto it, cither todeny the truth, or 
to ſuffer death, 

2, When the Preachers of the Goſpel can- 
not without danger of death declare the whole 
counſel of God in things ncedful to Salvation, 
they mult be content to hazard their lives, ra- 
ther than not to be faithful in that commiltion, 
which the Lord hath put them in. This doth 
immediatcly concern the Glory of God, and 
the diſcharge of their Confciences toward him: 
But it doth alſo concern the Glory of God in 
an inferiour degree; and they muſt refuſe both 
to deliver any unſound Doctrine to them, to 
the endangering of their Souls, and abhor to 
. keep back any neceflary trath from them, al- 
though their own lives ſhould be in apparent 
danger by that means,

N the other fide there are caſes, that do 
more immediately concern the Brethren, 
wherein we may be called to lay down our lives 
for them; yct in theſe our principal aim muſt be 
at the Glory of God. As for Example. 

1. It we bc put toit to confeſs ſome things 
by others of the Godly, which may bring them 
into danger through the malice of wicked ten, 
In this caſe we thould rather dye than hurt 
them by ſuch confeſſions, left we be acceflory to 
the miſchief, which by that means the Adver-.. 
ſaries are like to bring upon them. I have read 
of one Firmss, an holy Biſhop of T ageſte, St. 
Augn(tine's Countrey, in Africk, who when the 
Emperor ( not then a Chriltian ) required de- 
livery, or ( atleaſt ) the diſcovery of a Chri- 
frian, which he had with great care hidden 
from the Tyrant, reſolutely anſwered, Nee pro- 
dam, ncc mentiar, I will neither lye, nor be- 
tray my Brother : from which reſolution, no 
torments ther, inflicted ( which were many and 
ſharp) could draw or enforce him. Mer. Fex 
in his ats and monuments tells us of Cuthberg 
Simpſon, who being Deacon of the Protcſtanc 
Congregation in Londen, in Queen Maries days, 
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was apprchended and charged to diſcover the 
naines of thoſe that were Mcmbers of the Con- 
gregation, which he utterly retuſed to do, and 
would not yceld to doit by any torture, but 
conſtantly ſuftered death, and cruel wrackings 
alſo before his death 3 infomuch that bloody 
Boxwner did openly in the hearing of divers per- 
ſons,<xtoll him, tor his wondertul patience.So, 
if Chriſtians living under Popiſh Perſccutors, 
ſhonld be driven to mect together in Ships or 
Woods, or other private places to perform the 
Worſhip of God together, it any Chriſtian 
ſhould be privy thereunto, although himſclf 
might c{cape untoucht in Body, Goods, Liber- 
ty, upon condition only, that he would de- 
te& and diſcover them, he ought rather to en» 
dure the ſpoiling of all his Goods, or the loſs 
of Liberty, or of Life, rather than ſerve the 
malice of the Adverſaries, in laying open the 
Brethren unto the cruelty of malicious Ene- 
mies. 

2, When any neccflary duty is required at our 
hands for the good of the Brethren, and of the 

cople of God, which we are bound to perform, 
although with hazard of our lives, we mult be 
content to put our lives in our hands, and not 
withdraw our hand from helping them in ſuch 
a caſe.

when by heiping ſon:e they are like to hinder 
many more. 

Therefore 1t 15 generally held, That the 
Miniſters of the Gulipel are not tycd to viltt 
thoſe that arc tick ot contagious diſcaſes, be 
Cauſe itt would make their people to ſhun th.m 


in the publick Congregation, and f{o be an oc- | 
cahon of depriving the people of the Ocdie# 
nances of God, although themſclves ſhould 


eſcape the intection, But yet, where there. 
are divers Miniſters in the fame place, I ſhould 
Eonceive it fitting, that one or more according 
to the numb-r ot the inte&ted, ſhould be cm+ 
ployed in this work, and that the publick;(ex- 
vice of. the Congregation ſhould bc d:icharged 
by others. As when the Plague was at Geneve 
in Cz/yin's time, there being divers Miniſters in 
in the City, tarce of thera ( whereol Colvin 
was One ) cft.rcd themielves to this: fervice 3 
and fo it was to be decided, by Lot which of 
the three ſhould be the man. Such calcs lixe- 
wiſe may happcn concerning the neceflary re

Queen Maries days. Ina word; When any 
neceſſary duty; which we owe to the people of 
God, may be likely to endanger our Lives, we , 
mutt not ſhriok back to fave our Lives.

This is a ſign of unſound 
Love, whena mans moſt intimate Fricnds arc 
wicked perſons; although he may beſtow a good” 
look upon. ſome of the people of God,and ſome- 
times carry himfelt ſomewhat fairly towards 
them. .

- Pleof Gad, itis for fome other refpect, and not 
becauſe they-are tne-Children of God : it may

Tolove one Saint, and not another, is 
to make ſpiritual love carnal, a divided; a faQi- 
ous love; as the Apoſtle ſpeaks to the Corimths- 
ans; for while one ſaith,T am of Paul, anotber ſaith, 
I am of Apollos, are ye not carnsl. So when men 
ſhall ſay, I love (ucha man, he is a good man, 
but cannot endure'the name of another godly 
man; their Jove is carnal. He that loveth not- ' 
all Saints, loveth no Saint at all ; he that loveth 
not the poor Saint as well as the rich, the low 
and mean Saints as well as the noble and hon- 
earable, he doch not truly love any.

Alb the Saints have an equal ſhare in the 
love of Jeſus Chriſt, he ſhed his blood for all 
alikez he giveth his merits and righteouſnebs 
te all alike ; Yea, Jefus Chriſt himfelf calleth 
all the Saints his brethren, even the meanclt of

he told them the truth. Mutual reproof is a 
lizn of true Chriftian love to each other z-if 
thou lovelt a child of God, ' love him when he 
reproveth thee, as when he doth not.

God, 1 Fob. 3.12. as Caix hated Abel, and flew 
him, bccauſc his own works were evil, and his 
brothcrs righteous.

Pfat. 38. 20. IF ye wereof the world (faith Chriſt 
to his Diſciples) the world would Jove its own, but 
beeauſe ye are not of the world, but 1 bave choſe en you 
ot of the world, therefore the world hatetb you. Ye 
are encmics to the courſe of the wicked world, 
theretore tize world hateth you, The ; \agh of

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world bate you. It is not new; for preſently af- 
ter the Fall this enmity began : 3t 3s not ſtrange, 
for God himſelf, who is the Lord of Hoſts pro- 
claimed War between the godly.the ſeed of the 
Womanzand the world,the{ced of the Serpent. 
The Lord himſelt hath ſounded the Trum- 
pet of War between the world and the godly, 
how then can they but take the Alarum, and 


prepare themſclves to Battle ? not, that the 


Lord hath either commanded the world to 
fight againſt his people, or that he hath infuſed 
any malice into the men of the world, but that 
he having' put his Spirit into the hearts of the 
godly, & made them partakers of his divine Na- 
rure, hath thereby made them contrary tothe 
world, even as Light to Darkneſs ; whereupon 
neceſſarily followeth the hatred and enmity 
of the ' world againſt them.We ſec the truth. of 
this inthe malice of Cain againft Abcl;Iſomacl a- 
gainft Jſacc'; Efer againſi Facob; three pair of 
Brethren in ſeveral ages. We ſce itin the E- 
gyptians and their King Phoraob againſt Ifract, 
for the (ufferings of Iſrael are called the reproach 
of Chriſt, Heb. 11. This hath been the courſe 
of the world from age to age. Thus did the 
Caldeans ſhew their malice to Shadrach, Meſheeb, 
- and Abednego, acculing them to Nebuchaduezzar, 
thatthey might be thrown into the fiery Fyr- 


nace for ſhunning of Idolatry, Thus did the . 
Courtiers of Derius ſbew their bitter and bloo- 
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dy malice againſt righteous Daniel, for praying 
three times a day to his God, craftily cixcum- 
venting the King himſelf -( not privy to their 
drift ) to ſign ah unlawful Decree, by which 
Daniel was enſnared, that he might be caſ} into 
the Lions Den. So Haman ſhewed his malice 
againſt Mordecat, and the whole Church of the 
Jews, ſeeking -their utcer ruin. - Tobyab and 
Sanballat were carried with the like malicious 
ſpirit againk the Church, and again(t the refto- 
ring the worſhip of God at Jerutalem.. Antio- 
chus Epipbanes was tall of malice and rage a- 
gainſt the Church. So Herod, the chiet-Pricſts, 
and the unbelieving Jews alfo in the Apoſtles 
times :, the Roman Emperors, and after them 
the Roman Biſhops bave contipued this enmi- 
ty,. avd many other Papiſh Princes,, But, be- 
ſides theſe, there axe many Clyldren of the 
world, wixcd: with the people of: God; . who 
are pxicksin the cyes, and thorns in the ſides of 
the godly.z and upon many occaltons ſhew their 
malice againli chem, * of

2.9, The reaſon is plain z, for 
as they exce}lcdin admirable gitts, for the fer- 
vice of the Church,ſo they aboundcd in ſaying- 
graces, and eſpecially in that grace of Chriſti- 
an and;Brotherly love, which purged their 
Hearts from envy and carnal emulation of the 
gjtrsor ſucceſs of cach other, and fo they kept 
the unity of the Spicit in the bond of peace. 
Moreover, they knew well, that they were as 
a City (ct on an Hill, and that the eye of the 
world was fixed upun them, and therefore'they 
. were carctul to walk in Love, as towards all 
ſorts, {o efpgzcially towards cach other, that 
thcy might not give occalion to the enemies to 
blatpheme, that they might not offend the 
Churchof God, nor blemith his Glory. They 
knew w:ll, that this was necdful tor the fup- « 
therance of the Golpel, of that great work of 
the Apaitlcſhip, to which the Lord had called 
them, that they ſhould with one mind, and one” 
Spirit, joyn together in the work of the Lord, 
This may dilcover to us the intolerable pride 
of the Pope, who inftcad of embracing the 
godly Miniſters of Chrift with Brotherly Love 
( as St, Peter doth embrace Paxl, as his Brother 
and equal }doth firſt Hit up hiintelf above them; 
and in a cruel manner tyrannize over therh,

of thoſe that God makes a reckoning of; one 
of the Lords own number, Ye had Rev. 7. 4. . 
&c, that there were ſealed of the twelve - 
Tribes of Iſrael twelve thouſand of each Tribe, 
which made up an hundred forty and fourthou- . 
ſand. Theſe ( ye ſce ) were numbred and 
ſcaled 3 and theſe followed the Lamb, and 
ſtood with him uponi mount Sion.

Ir is far 
more neceflary to: love, than to be beloved, 
Though a man thould be as friendle(s as Fob 
and Davia in their aftiictions, and hnd as litcle 
Love as thcy did ; yet it he himſelf in the 
mean=-time be poſſ.fled with the Spirit of Love, 
he is a living man, an happy man, a chuld of

grace of Love, whereof his Heart and Conſci- 
cnce beareth him witneſs, (hail yceld him more 
{weet and {ound Comfort, than all the worlds 
affection towards him. 

On the other ſide, if a man were the worlds 
Minion, and Darling, and had the Love of a 
whole Countrey mm an high degree; yet it he 
himſelt have not this grace ot true Chrittian 
Love, he were nothing : Ict the world make as 
much as ſhe can of him, God will make noching 
of him; he will not number him, nor write 
him among the living, his name 15 not writ- 
ten in Heaven. Thus ye (ce how neccflary this 
gxacc of Love is. In that place of St. Fames 
forc-cited, it 15 (aid, Faith withont works 15 dead, 
Now how doth Faith work, but by Lovc ?' An 

Handy-cratts-man may as well work at his 
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Trade without a hand, as a man may do the 
works of Faith ( works that are witneſfles of 
a lively, ſaving, Faith ) without true Chris 
fiian Love. A man may do many things, 
which for the outlide may look like the works 
and fruits. of Faith without Love; but they 
want the heart and foul, of works acceptable 
unto God ; they are but the outward caſes of 
good works. Therefore faith the Apolile, 
1 Cor.16,14. Let all your things be done with Love x 
it they be done without Love, they be done 
without Life 3 and they cannot be done with 
Love, unle(s with hearts poſſeſſed with: the 
Spirit of Love. 

How muſcrable then ſhould we think .our 
{cIves without Love? Men often complain for 
w.nt of neccflaries, when as many times thoſe 
th.ngs that they complain of the want of, may 
w-<ll be ſparcd, and are rather fſuperfluitits 
than necef{arics : But alas! what is ſo peceflary 
:$truc Chrittian Love ? many think they have 
enough of it, who yet have not one ſpark of 
this heavenly hre in their hearts: they think 
they have love enough to others, but not love ec 
nough trom others, whereas it is a thing muck 
more to be looked after, that we have fervent 
and fincere love towards others, than.that we 
may talt plentitully of the ſryies of Love from 
others. | 
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And in defiring an enerealc of Love in othets, 
we ſhould rather d<fire it for the glory of God, 
and as 2 ſeal of their effeual calling, and a 
means to further their account, whole Love 
we dclire; than to enjoy the fruits of their Love 
torour own outward bcnefit, or contentment. 
As St. Paul ſpeaking of ſome Chriſtians botin- 
ty, and commending it, ſaith, Net that I difire 
6 gift, but T deſire fruit, that may abound to 
' your account, That is, Idchire your benefit in 
giving,rather than my pwn bench ia recciving)z 
and (o in others fruit ot Love. 

3. Conlider the excellency of this' grace of 
Chriſtian Love : It is. a moſt noble and cxce]- 
lent grace, it ſheweth who are of the ſeed 
Royal, who are the Children of the King of 
Kings, it diſcovereth who be the Heirs of 
glory, and belonging to thi Kingdom of God. 
Ic is ( as it were ) the heayt of the new Crea- 
ture. This new Creature hath its ſeveral parts 
and facultics, as well as thc natural man ; and 
Faith is C as it were) the brain of the new 
,man ; yet fo, that it hath av influence upon the 
heart and ative powers of the new Creature. 
That,bringeth in Light, and apprchendeth the 
Lord Jeſus Chrili ſhining gracioully in the Gol» 
pel, whois the brightnels of the Fathers glo- 
Iy, But Love is the heart of the new Crea- 
ture, that which warmeth the new man, and 
Is the firſt woyer in the aGions of obedience, 
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of BROTHERLT-LOYVE. 165. 
whether of Love and Holineſs toward God, o x 
of Love and Righteoulheſs towards man. 

Naw ye know, that the heartis a principal 
parc. in any Creature that hath that part; and 
the more excellent the Creatureis, the more 
exccllent is that part of it.

I mcan, the whole trame ot Regeneration and 
Saudtifhcation in one born of God z now Love 
is the hcart of this new Creature : the heart 
1n, a man is ſaid to be primum vivens, & uitinum 
wmoriens ; the tirft part that liveth, the laſt that 
dicth: But Love, which is the heart of the 
new Creature, never dyeth : Faith and Hope 
have thcir periods; Lov: out-liveth them, and 
is everlaſting ; for Faith is of things not ſeen, 
1 Cor.13.8.&c. But when all the glorious chings 
promilcd and belceved, lye open to the light of 
the Saints at a full vicw'; Paith, asit x the evi- 
dence of things not ſeen, ſhall ccale z Hope, isof 
* things to come ; but when all ſhall be in preſent 
poſſellion, and the Soul can ncither &&pect nor 
receive any more, Hope ſhall ceaſe, But Love 
is for cvcr and ever; and this ſball be in fall 
per{c&ion when this Life ſhall end, when there 
ſhall be nothing in them that love, norin them 
that are to be loved, which may hinder Love i, 
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when they ſhall wholly dwell in God who 
is Love, and be filed with the fulne(s of 
God, and ſo with fulneſs of Love, And it he 
could ſay of his carthly kind of wiſdom, 
that if it were viſible, and to be feen with the 
eyes of men, it would- make men {trangely ena- 
moured with it ; how much more may it be 
faid of this Chriſtian Love, which is tram above, 
that if it were in a viſible (hape, and had an 
outward bcauty, an{werable to the excellency 
of its Naturc, it would enflame the attcqions 
of men and women towards ic, 

4. Love makes men ulctul and helpful ro 06- : 
thers. Plato ſaith of thoſe men that are malici + 
ous and contentious, that they do break the 
order of nature. For whereas the Philoſophers 
affim a man by nature'to be animal politicum; 
malicious and contentious perſons make them- 
telves unfit for foctety, being no better than 
firebrands of {cdition, and Satans Infiruments 
colow diflention. Therctore St, Auguſtine faith, 
£i12t atl companies ate not to be called a people 
but only thoſe who are joyned by conſent of 
Laws. And the {ame Father faith thus; Give 

- me'that urs acceſſarium, that one thing ne- 
cetary, viz. Love and Unity, and thou {halt 
have a people well ordered. Take away 
this, and thou ſhalt have a rout, a contuſion, 
and all out of order; for where envying and 
trite is, there is confuſion, gad every evil work, 
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Jam. 3.16. Love is an uniting grace, we read 
1 Sam. 18. t. that the ſoul of Fonathan was knit 
with the ſoul of David, the rcaton tolloweth, and 
Jonathan loved him 25 bis own ſoul, This made 
nim very hcJptul to David upon all' occa- 
fions. | FW 
The Apoſtle ſets down many good fruits of 
this grace of Love, t Cor.13.4...Cbarity ſufferetb 
In, and i; kind. envyeth not, vaunteth not ber 
ſelf Cor, 15 not ralh), z5 #02 puffed up, 5. Duth 
not bbavet ſulf unſcemly, ſecketh wot her own, is 
not raſiiy provoked, thinketb uo evil 4 7. Bearcth all 
things, bueiceth all th.ngs, hopeth all things, en- 
&arctb all ibiags. It another do him an njury, 
a ian that hith this grice of Love, ſufferedb it : 
it hys friend be trowacd, he 13 kind : if fallen, 
he vaunteth at bimſcif over him, nor is'ralh in 
cenſuring 3 if far behind him in parts, he is 
not puffed zp : "it provuking him to paſlion, 
he doth noe behave bimſelf unſcemly : if a felt- 
ſceker, he ſcekth not bis ewn: it he vox him 
daily, he is #5t eafily provoked: if he carry him- 
({elt {o doubttuily that he knoweth not what to 
make of him, he thinketh #0 evil : if he load 
him with reproaches, he beareth all things : it 
he promiſe amendtneat, he beleeveth all things : 
if he doth not make good his word, he bopeth 
all things : and it in all things he be crols and 
thwarting, the true Chiiian Lover enduretb 
all ' things. Love is cafic to be entreated; it ne | 
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ver is implacable, or inexorable, whatſoever, 
or how great ſoecver the wrongs or injuries be. 
They that cannot be reconciled, that will not 
be pacityed or appeaſed, are far from Chriſtian 
Love. 

' Frue Chriftian Love is not barren, it will 
make men uſe the gitts of ſeveral kings which 
God hath given to the ſupply and benehit of the 
people of God, according to their ſeveral 
wants. So thoſe of Macedonia (upplicd - the 
wants of the Saints at Feruſalem. Nebemiah 
improved his favour with the King of Perfiz 
for the good of the Church of God in Fudes : 
So did Daniel improve his favour with Neb#- 
ebadnezzar for the advancement of Sbadrach , 
Meſecb, Abednego ; and Mordecai improved his 
dignity tor the benctic of the Church. That 
Love which is true, will be fruitful ; now theſe 
fruits of Love are 'of divers kinds, according 
to the ſeveral parts of the Second Table. 
AS all duties of love towards the Souls of 
others, in Miitters, Matters, Parents, Neigh- 
bours, Acquaintance, &c. preaching the Word, 
catechizing, inltructiog, admoniſhing, com- 
torting, reproving publickly, privately, in 
praying, for them, &c, And towards their 

| bodies, goods, good names, in relieving their 
wants, in defending them to our power, in 

| yy; them ns co our knowledg a- 
gon aundcis, falſe acculations, &c. and (9 
for 
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for all other duties which man oweth to man, 
Thefe things every Chrittian mult practi ce and 
he muſt do them our of the truth ot Chriſtian 
Love.- As, that is not true Love, which doth 
not bring forth ſuch fruits oft Loves fo thoſe 
works are not accepted, which are not done in 
Love, though they may be ſuch works ( far 
the matter ) asare commanded in the aw of 
Love. 


CHAP. X XIII 


Et us thcn labour - to put in practice that 

exhortation' ot the Apoſtle, 1 Job. 3.18. 
My liztle Children let us not love in word and $0ngue > 
but in deed and in truth, Where the Apoſtle 
doth not condemn profeſſion and expreflion of 
Lovc in words, and with the Tongue, for he 
himſelt uſed it, 1 chink no man more: yea 
he uſerh it in that place, exprſſing tender- 
nefs of heart, and facherly attetion 1n this ve= 
ry exhorcation > T6 wi, My little children, I 
So he expreſſeth much Love in words in this 
piſtle. Buthe condemueth that ſhew of To 
which is mcer words, and a bare prot.flion of 
Love. A Tree is not to be liked the worſe, be- 
caulc it beaxcth a fair Leaf rogether with good 
truits, but rather the better; for it is both an 
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Ornament to the Tree, and maketh the fruit the 
more {avoury, and of a better reliſh.. But chis 
maketh the Tree ready for the Ax and for the 
Fire, when it bzareth Leaves and no Fruit, or 


little Fruit ; ſoa Chitiian 1snot to be liked the 


worle tor cloathing his 'truits and works of 
Love, with exprethons, protcflions, and words 
of lþvc, but the better rath-r : tor they are 
both an ornament to hun in hisChriltian courte, 
and ( b:{1des } they give grace and relith to thoie 
works and fruits. Yea, Cirittian ſpecches in 
many caſes .are themiclves very goud and 
wholeſom fruits, good arguments of Sandit- 
cation,and viry profitable © the hcarers, mini- 
firing grace unto them, and winning chem to 
{ome hiking of the ways of God ; yea, 
words of admonition, confolatiou,are 25 necel- 
{ary alms,as any oth.r,tor many; though ot lo 
acceptable to the molt, 

But as 2'Tree that bearcth ſtore of good Freie, 
though it have but a ragged Leaf, is much bet- 
ter than another that 15 rough, and full of green 
and fair Leaves, with none, or little fruit 3- {5 


a Chriſtian fall of good works, though not fair- 
'ly-ſpoken, is fac to be preferred above once who 
'hath a tair tongue and a clote hand. 


\ The thing then which the Apoltle exhorterh 
unto, is, That we ſhould not reftina Love that 
ſheweth it ſelf only in words and tongue, but 


that which is in deed and in truth,

x. Take heed of ſuffering Anger to (ettle,and 
take root in your hearts; cure it while it is bur 
4 green wound, betore it turn intoa Canker or | 
fcliered fore of malice and hatred; quench it | 
when it is but a ſpark, or when it begianeth co 
kindle; let not the Sun go down upon thy | 
wrath. Anger engendereth malice, uuleſs it | 
be ſuppreſſed. Perfons overcome with anger, 
the Lord thinketh them unworthy of his peo 
ples locicty, Prov, 22. 24, Make no friendſ;þ with 
an angry man, and with a furious man tbou ſhalt 
Xvt go. God doth not brand auy created pal- | 
tion, {cated jn the Soul of man, as he doth 
anger, Though all the paſſions lcated in the | 
foul of man ( when extream ) are vicious, yet 
God doth no where forbid us to make tricad{hip 
with a man of grief, ot tears, of hope, of de- 
lire, of love, but only with an angry man: Di 
not take them cver for Fricnds and Companions, 
in another place he ſaith, I/alk net with the | 
froward, for fear of lcarning bis ways, and getting, 
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a ſnare unto thy ſoul, Chryſoſtome cal- 
_—_ leth turious angry men, Demoniacks, 
pop. 4u. men poſſcfled with the Devil; for as 
tioch, they rage and blaſpheme, and are fet 
upon miſchief, ſo men in their anger 
are for any, miſcnict the Devil at that inſtant 
ſuggeſteth to them ; Oh, how prompt and 
' ready/zre men in their wrath to da what mil- 
chict they can to their Brethren. | 
2. Take heed of the fin ot Envy, which is 
a ſin that breaketh the neareſt bond of Nature, 
and the firongeſt bond of Love. Envy did to 
fret in the heart of molt of Facol's Sons, that 
they decreed the death of Jojepb their innocent 
Brother z and though aſtcrwardsrhcy tpared tus 
life, yet thcy robbed him of his liberty, and ex- 
ofcd him to thole dangers which were worte 
than death, - baniſhing him out of the Church, 
and giving him occation to fall from the true 
God, had not (the Lord been gracious to him 
Gen, 37.20.28 Therctore ]abuur by. the ſpi- 
rit of Love to purge out this bitter afte&ti- 
en, lett jt alicnate your hcarts trom your Bre- 
thren. | 
3. Take heed and beware of Covetouſnels. 
This fin makes mcn even to defire the death of 
ther own Parents, and Brethren, that they 
; may have their lands or goods, and fo to com- 
wit a-{ccret murther in their hearcs, This tin 
( I tear ) is too common,and little laid to, heart, 


But, 
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But, as our Saviour ſaith, He that looketh on 4 
woman, and lujicth after her, bath committed adul- 
tery with ber already in bis heart. So may we not 
ſay ? he that looketh on the eſtate, and goods 
oi a Father, Brother, Kinſman, &c. and long- 
th for their death, hath commicted murther 
already in his heart. This fin of Covetouſneſs 
alſo maketh men to break the bonds of natural 
afſeQion, when it bringeth them to defraud,or 
wrong thoſc in their goods which are neerelt to 
them, The prophet Feremy (heweth how cor- 
rupt thoſe times were, which were a little be- 
fore the deftruction of Feruſjakm,when he faith, 
Ferem. 9. 4. Take ye beed every one of bis neigh- 
 bour, and truſt ye not in any brotber z, for every bro- 
ther will xttcrly ſupplant, and every neighbour wil 
walk with flixnders. 

4. See that Pride root not it (elf in your 
hearts : Pride lifteth up the heart in high 
thoughts of its own worth ; it breedeth un- 
thanxfulneſs to God and men : Pride breedeth 
ſcorn and contempt of others 3 it breedeth re- 

 vengefulnc(s, and will not ſuffer us to Roop fo 
far, as to luffer wrongs, and to overcome evil 

with:good : Pride cannot endure to oe reproved 

or ad monithed ;, it breedeth 'elt-will and liub- 

bornneſs : it will be ſerved before God himiclt; 

it will ſo carry away a mans heart, that that 

colt, which ſhould be beltowcd tor the glory of 

God, and the rclict ct others,. ſhall be cmployy, 

.«& 
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ed to (ct forth Pride in tuperfluitics of apparc!, 
ſumptuous tcatis, buildings, &c. 

This may tcach us to beware of men, as Our 
Saviour {aith; Sin breaketh the Law of Friend- 
ſhip, and ncerelt relations, it diſſolveth the bond 
ot Brotherhood. A Brother ſecketh the de- 
ſtruction ot a Brother: or, it not the ſhedding 
ot his blood, yet his utter undoing, $0 the Fa- 
ther 15 not fate in reſpedt of his Child ſome- 
times; the Netghbour 1n refpect of his Neighe 
bour. This 1s not meant tor this end, that 
Towns, Families, Kinreds, &c. tſhonld be fil- 
icd with cauſle(s and uncharitable ſuſpicions of 
one againtt another, whereby Chriſtian Love is 
weakencd or extinguiſhed ; but that witdom or 
watchtulneſs ſhould be uſed, eſpecially when 
men have to do with fuch, as eithcr are nota= 
riouily wicked, or give ſhrewd ligns of Hypo- 
crific, that we ſhould not be too open toward 
fach;. nor by liberty ot {peech about matters 
too high tor us to meddle in, or by opening (e- 
crets to give them power to hurt usz3 we know 
aot how tar the malice of Satan, together with 
the corruptions of their own hearts may carry 
them. A wile and watchful carriage in keep« 
ing out of their danger, need not hinder us trom 
pcrtorming any ofice of Chriftian Love unto 
them. The Spirit ot God in the Proverbs giveth 
many directions of this Nature, which Chri- 
Nians are tO practice, And albeit we may think 

our 
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our words are ſuch, as cannot juſtly be blamed, 
yer when we uſe unneceſſary liberty of ſpeech, 
though we (cem to keep within our bounds, how 
caliiy may ignorance,Miftake, or malice pervert 
that which hath been {poken, and (o we may be 
{nared in the words of our mouth. 

Nay, not only {uch as I ſpake of, are to be 
taken-heed of, but even many others, in whont 
we [ce not thoſe evidences of notorious fins, or 
Hypocriltc for we know not what alterations 
there may be in men. It were much to be wi- 
ſhcd, that cur ſp:eches might be fuch, where- 
by our ſelves or others might be edified, and 
not whereby our ſelves or others ſhould be en- 
trapped, or endangercd ; yea the Scripture that 
highly condemneth worldlineſs, carking-cares,. 
covetoulnels, and neglect of that one thing ne- 
ceſſary, yet doth commend Chriſtian provi- 
dence in, managing theſe outward things; and' 
therefore it 15 a Chriſtian duty, and not only a- 
point of good husbandry to take heed of raſh- 
nels in b=traying our 2utward means to the wilt 
and picalure of other men without juſt cauſe, 
and therefore raſh ſuretyſhip is condemned in 
Scripture: and many inat run into bands thy: 
Care not how, fay atterwards ( when it is too 
late ) they had thought fuch and ſuch would: 
never have dealt with them as they naye done.

Ow beloved, ſee that you aboundin love 
| to the Brethren think that you can ne+ 
| ver love them enough. To encreaſe in Love 
isa thouland times better than to encrealec in 
wealth; it is more necctſary and more exccl- 
lent.

There aze 
bounds (ct to the worlds hatrcd, Gods Love 
is boundicts. Look up to God mm Heaven, when 
the wortd isin an uproar about thee, and ym 
thy (elf with this Meditation, I am cautlcfly 
hated of the wicked, Yet be not catt down © 
wy Soul, the Lord of Heaven loveth me 3 and 
what 18 their hatred to His Love ? The world, 
is cvcry where railing upon me, and {cothng 
of me 3. but what arc 2ll the reproachesot the 
world to me as long as the Lord delighteth an 
me, and approveth of my ways. As Dav:

Wicked meu are 
compared to Seasz ſometimes the Waves a= 
ri{e t) {uch an height in a fiorm, as if they 
Would ovcr-throw and drown all bctore thenz 
b':r God hath {ct Louads to thum : thus furs 
ati 1G tazthcr;, here (hall thy proud waves 
ſiy Sy God azta bounded the malice of the 
wicked, Tous ty ſhalitnty trouble his peo- 
p!.y i ut here thail their hatred aud malice 
ftlay; tain would the Devil have taken away 
the lifc o. Fob, but tomb is #92, Iaith the Lord, 
Ticy cannot take away an hair from your 
heads, but what God prrmitteth. 

$. Confidce, how God wiil manitcft his 
Love to thce 1 Huaven, wio art hatcd for 
him here; how Chriſt will hug thee in his arms, 
and kifs thee with the kiſſes of his mouth, 
who art revilcd tor him here. Catt-ap thine 
evcs to Heaven, when thou art featiete of the 
world; hatred, and f:y, Heaven w2!! pay tor, F: 
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all ; C:ll co remembrance thy tuture glory, and 
then rejoycc thar thou art counted worthy to 
be hated iv. Cariits fake. The more the world 
loads thec wich malice and hatred, the more 
will God load che with honour and glory, The 
more m.xss oft Chriti thou dolt. carry about 
thee, the higher will Chrift cxalt thee. Our 
Savicur endured the Crols,deſpifing the ſhame, 
for his eyc was hixed upon the glory {et before 
him, Hh, 12. 2. Sc Heaven bctore thine eyes, 
ard thyu wi:t neither regard the belt nor the 
worlt in this prelent world. Oh what is the 
hatred of this world to the love of God in 


Chriſt, and that infiaite maſs of glory that ſhall 
be revealed | 
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[nally let me give two or three rulcs for a 
A Chriſtians carriages. in the time of the 
worlds hatred. 


1. Beware of giving jutt caufe by thy car- 
riage to wicked nien, to exalperatc their ha» 
tred againk thee : ti they hate thee, let it be 
for Chriſt, tor Rightcouſnels fake, and tor 
well-doing. You are not hatcd tor Chriſt, 
if you give any cauic to the Adverfarics of 
Religion to revile you. 1 Pct, 2 114312. Ab» 
{t-in from fleſhly Iuſts that war ageinft the ſoul, 
baving your converſation honeſt among the Ge 
tiles, that whereas they ſpeak againſi you as e- 
wid-drers, they may by their geo works which 
they ſhall bebold, glorifie God in the day of wiſi- 
tation. And 1 Pct. 3.14. If ye ſuffer for righ- 
tcouſneſs ſake, bappy are. ye, and be xt afraid 
of their t.rromr, neither be troubled, but ſan- 
Uifie the Lord God in your bearts, and be rea- 
dy always to give an anſwer to eviry man that 
arketh you a reaſm of the bepe that is in you 
with meekneſs and fear z baving a good conſcience, 


that whereas they ſpeak, evil of you as of cul
